Legislative Highlights 

State Library Budget -The House Appropriations Committee 
approved the State Library's appropriations for the next biennium. They 
also approved the Governor's new proposal for a software upgrade for 
the State Library's Talking Books Library. 

Coal Tax Funds -The Natural Resource Appropriations 
Sub-Committee approved the use of $332,650 to fund Federation 
operations for the next two years. The Committee also authorized 
expenditure of $33,000 of coal tax funds for an Internet access project. 

HB366 -This bill, sponsored by Representative Ray Peck, would 
allocate funds to the State Library to fund a license for an electronic, 
full-text periodical database. The House Appropriations Committee is 
expected to take action on this bill during the week of March 17. 

HB 453 -This bill would amend the existing laws concerning 
obscenity. The sponsor. Representative Peggy Amott, has removed the 
current protection for librarians and trustees. If passed, the new law 
would not protect library officials from prosecution for obscenity 
violations. This bill passed the House on February 26 and will be 
considered by the Senate's Pubhc Health, Welfare and Safety on March 
19th. 

SB89-Telecommunications Reform - The Senate passed an 
amended version on March 1 1 which does not include an univeral access 
program for Montana's Libraries.

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A Word from Our 
State Librarian: 

During the past two months I have spent 
most of my time preparing testimony for the 
legislature. I did anticipate some of this demand; 
however, I did not foresee the hearings on the 
obscenity bills or the bill that struck all reference to ^^^^"^ ^^^^^^ 
the Talking Book Library from Library Commission statutes. 

Last December I planned to complete many projects during the 
first four months of 1997. 1 was, at the very least, naive about the demands 
of the legislative session. This is only one lesson that Tve learned during 
the past two months. Other lessons are . . . 

1. Attend all hearings at which the committee considers any part of library 
law. 

2. Prepare to advocate for the library's role of providing all types of 
material. 

3. Never go to a fiscal hearing without our accountant, Kris Schmitz. 

4. Spend as much time preserving favorable votes as changing negative 
votes. 

5. Cultivate legislators who are willing to share information. 

6. Thoroughly read every bill that has the word "information" in the body. 

7. Keep a sense of humor. 

8. Remember that the legislator who voted against your interests today 
may be your supporter tomorrow. 

9. Don't dwell on failure - analyze it and move on. 

Both the State Library staff and the Commission have helped me 
during my first session. The staff has shown patience with my frequent 
absences. They have kept our services flowing without much help from 
me. I appreciate their support and understanding. The Commission has 
been quietly active by contacting key legislators. 

Working with Lois Fitzpatrick has mitigated the downside of the 
legislative session - tension and some anxiety. Lois' deep commitment 
to libraries, tempered by a savvy pragmatism and a sense of humor, has 
helped me to preserve partial sanity. 

I would also like to thank those of you who contacted a 
legislator on the behalf of libraries. Without your action, we cannot 
succeed. Tve been very impressed by your willingness to get involved. 

On another note, I plan to travel to each Federation meeting in 
the Spring to solicit comments about the long range plan draft. I look 
forward to seeing some of you at these meetings. Even though you may 
not attend a federation meeting, I would like your comments on the 
draft plan. The plan will be available on the our Internet home page 
during the week of March 17th.
